DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

3. Claims 1,8-11, 13-18, 21-24, and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kumai et al (US '643). 



As to claim 1, 4, 5, 9, 1 1, 13, 14, 17, 18, 22, 24, and 26, Kumai et al disclose a method of 
producing thin cast strip with low surface roughness and low porosity by continuous casting 
comprising the steps of: 

-introducing molten steel having a total oxygen content of at least 100 ppm 
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and a free oxygen content between 30 and 50 ppm between the pair of casting rolls to 
form a casting pool between the casting rolls at a temperature such that a majority of the 
oxide inclusions formed therein are in liquidus state(col. 2, lines 14-30 and table 4). 

However, Kumai et al fail to teach casting in a continuous casting rollers to solidify the 
molten metal. 

Kumai et al disclose casting in a mold to for a slab then roll to form the thin strip. 
However, Kumai is using the same amount of total and free oxygen in the casting mold as 
claimed by applicant. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time applicant's invention was made to use the same oxygen content as well as the 
composition as taught by Kumai et al, in a counter rotating rolling method, since it can promote 
the formation of the strip. 

As to claim 2 and 15, the carbon content in the range of 0.001 to 0.1%, Manganese in the 
range of 0.1 to 10%, and Si in the range of 0.01 to 10% (col. 2, lines 24-27). 

As to claim 3, 8, 10, 16, 21, and 23, the aluminum and sulphur content is less than 0.01 % 
(col. 2, line 26 and table 1). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 6, 7, 12, 19, 20, and 25 are allowed.
